In response to the October 13, 2005 Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, 
and as a follow-up to Applicant's October 19, 2005 telephone conference with Examiner 
Gellner, Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, the species combination recited in 
claims 2 (nitrate salt) and claim 1 1 (thin film nanocrystalline silicon). 

More particularly, the Examiner originally indicated that Group I (Claims 
1-12) included Species A, B and C, which respectively corresponded to "a single solid 
state oxidant," "a single fluoride salt," and "structure of nanocrystalline silicon, e.g., 
nanowire, thin film, or powder." However, during the October 19, 2005 telephone 
conference, the Examiner clarified the species to be (1) one of nitrate salt, perchlorate salt 
and fluoride salt, and (2) the structure of the nanocrystalline silicon. Accordingly, 
Applicant provisionally elects that species combination that includes nitrate salt and thin 
film nanocrystalline silicon.
